Senator Livingston has introduced 


bis bill to "regulate newspapers." It I* 
• bill which weald be regarded as a 
burlesque too stupid to merit recog- 
nition at a session of the third House. 
It provides for the creation of a State 
Board of Printing Commissioners, to 
consist of tbe Qavernor, Secretary nf 
State, State Controller, State treasurer 
and State Printer, which ahnll h»ve 
control of all legal and official priutinv 
and advertising in each of tbe several 
counties in tbe Stnte. As soon as the 
act ia passed the board shall designate 
a newspaper ia each county to be tbe 
official paper of that county and to 
perform all advertising and printing of 
•very kind and description required 
by law. Any advertisement required 
by law and published in any bat this 
paper designated by the State Board 
•ball be null and void. And the bill 
finally pi oposea to regulate tbe price 
charger! for tbe service. 


Tbe bill is so rldionionv tbat serious 


comment npoti it would seem an insuit 
to every member of the Legislature ex- 
cept the iutroduoer. Toe only parallel 
to such an absurd travesty upon legis- 
lation, would be a bill constituting a 
Board of Trxde Commissioner?, con- 
sisting of tho Stite capital jiuitor, the 
DHihff of tbe Supreme Court, 
the 


captaiu of the States prison guard and 
C C. Wallt.ce who should designate an 
oiluml store and saloon in every to»n 
and city in the State where all goods 
and liquors shall ba bongbt, nod any 
purchases of Roods or drinks made 
elsewhere ahull be null and void. 


Tbe Oarsou AVws. which seems to 


seriously consider tbe bill, says: 


"Even if there were nothing behind 


the bill its face would condemn it. The 
idea tbat the government et al. shall 
tell the people of Ormsby county or 
White Piue county in what office they 
shall have their official envelopes or 
letter-heads printed ia going a little 
too far, especially when it is considered 
tbat the payment for the services must 
ceme from the county treasury and 
not from tbe State. Tbe people of tbe 
county condnct their own affair* and
